when the received packet is an acknowledgement packet that Is received first In 
response to the forwarded start packet, altering the acknowledgement so that It spoofs 
the server when the acknowledgement originates from the replica and forwarding the 
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altered acknowledgement to the client and when the received packet is an 
acknowledgement that is not received first in response to the fon/varded start packet, 
inhibiting the sending of the acknowledgement to the client.
